COMPULSION PREFERRED? 


Mr. C. W. Peterson, one of the best 
known farm journalists in the province, 
writing in the Calgary Albertan in favor 
of a compulsory wheat pool, says: “Owing 
to the disastrous experience of the pool 
during the past couple of seasons * * 
there is not now a chance in the world 
for a 100 per cent pool by voluntary 
action.” 

That is to say, the farmers who would 
not by any chance in the world voluntarily 
join a 100 per cent pool are supposed to 
vote to compel themselves to join. That 
seems to be a peculiar line of reasoning, 
and equally peculiar ground upon which 
to argue that a compulsory pool would be 
justified if a majority of farmers could be 
got to vote for it. 


NO SLASHING 

The public will and should approve 
the declaration of Premier Brownlee that 
there will be no slashing of the salaries of 
civil servants. Nor should other groups in 
the legislature be slow to openly back him 
in the stand, which he has taken in direct 
opposition to demands from powerful 
quarters to which he has to look for 
political support. Straightforwardness and 
courage deserve that measure of recogni- 
tion. 

The employees of the Government have 
not been over-paid. The great majority 
of them are doing work which inexperi- 
enced men and women could not do at the 
same cost to the public, if at all. The 
saving that could be effected by shaving 
their salaries would amount to only a 
trifle in the total expenditure, and the 
legislature can save far more money in 
other directions if it feels the impulse to 
the cheese-paring brand of economy. 

A government should always stand for 
high wages rather than low wages. If it 
cannot give leadership in that direction, 
then the less government undertakes to 
do the better, and the whole-modern trend 
of extending governmental activities into 
new channels is based on the “sweat shop” 
idea. This is a time when it is more than 
usually important that the influence of 
public authority should be exerted to sus- 
tain the standard of living, not to depress 


it. 


NO MORE “FLOODS” WANTED 


Hereafter no person will be allowed to 
take up a homestead in Alberta until he 
has spent five years in the province, That 
is to say, the prospective homesteader 
must spend a probationery period in the 
province long enough to teach him some- 
thing about farming if he tries to learn, 

That does not guarantee that all future 
homesteaders will be farmers, It will keep 
a large number of would-be farmers who 
are not farmers off homesteads for five 

ears, and some of them permanently. 
aybe that will be an advantage. It will 
be if the rule is accepted that an inex- 
perienced homesteader is always a 
failure. 

But that rule does not happen to hold. 
If it held there would not be one-tenth the 
cultivated farms in Alberta today. These 
farms were not broken up by men who 
had spent five years in the province. In 
the great majority the pioneers were men 
who came here from other countries and 
went on the land “raw.” Many of them 
had never farmed before; but they have 
made a success of it. 

A. good deal will depend in the out- 
come on how and where the immigrant 
settler spends his five years’ pro- 
bation, The hope is that he will spend it 
working on some other man's farm, and 
learning the business. Experience suggests 
that he is more likely to spend it working 
in town, when he can get work, and as a 
candidate for relief when he cannot get 
work; and that at the end of the five 
years he may know less about farming 
than at the beginning. 

One point seems clear enough. It will 
be to the interest of every one who has 
to pay taxes to resist any such thing as an 
attempt to induce immigrants to come to 
Alberta, except those wealthy enough to 
buy land if they want to farm, The town 
taxpayer will certainly not grow enthusi- 
astic over a proposition to bring in 
another flood of immigrants, if he is going 
to have to provide them with wages or 
relief for five years before they can 
qualify for staking homesteads.

THE DEFICIT BOGEY 

The legislature ought to be consider- 
ing just now the gradual scaling down, 
and eventual elimination, of the supple- 
mentary revenue tax; as a measure of 
relief to the hard-pressed municipalities, 
which relief the province can give without 
seriously depleting its own revenue, 

Instead, there is a threat that the 
supplementary revenue tax may be ex- 
tended and made to apply to improvements 
as well as to land, If the object is to dis- 
courage improvements, dim the outlook 
for building activity, restrict employment, 
prevent investment, and slow down busi- 
ness, that is the way to go about it. 

None of these objects, of course, are 
in view. What is evidently bothering the 
Ministers is that the income may not 
equal the outgo, and leave the provincial 
treasury empty, or even with a deficit at 
the end of the year. But good intentions 
never yet prevented a tax measure pro- 
ducing bad results, and they. cannot in this 
case. 

And why should the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, or any other government, worry 
about a deficit in times like these, or 
oppress business and employment to make 
ends meet? Private business firms are not 
making money these days. At best they 
are carrying on in hope of better times. 
Those may account themselves lucky 
which do not have to show a balance in 
red ink when they close their books. 

Why should a government expect, or 
be experted, to keep itself immune from 
the common lot, and try to balance its 
budget by increasing the burdens of dis- 
tressed taxpayers and making hard 
times harder? The Ministers should take 
courage. This province is not “broke,” 
nor going broke; nor could it be saved 
from going broke by piling up the supple- 
mentary revenue tax, under-cutting the 
municipalities. and giving a set-back to 
the hoped-for return of better times. 

Who cares if the province has a deficit 
this year? Most people expect that, and 
everybody should expect it. Provided ex- 
penditure is kept in hand, one normal 


year will bring in enough revenue from the 
existing tax measures and other sources 
to make up the loss,

i| The Timid Soul ‘ 
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Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


DON’T OVER-EXERCISE WITH YOUR FORK 


Some time ago Thomas A. Edison gave oul some 
of his opinions on health and diet to a group of re- 
porters. In view of his age, eighty-four, and the 
tremendous amount cf mental and physical work 
which he performs, his views are intensely interest- 
ing. Mr. Edison said: “Sickness ts pretty hard on the 
working man now. It's hard for them to get a good 
doctor, and proper care is expensive, There is too 
much sickness; something will have to be done about 
it, and that is where biology and chemistry come in.” 
When the reporter asked, “Will science tell us to eat 
less as it has told us to drink less?” Mr, Edison an- 
swered: “Eighty per cent of our deaths are due to 
over-eating. After the age of twenty-one a _ large 
variety and quantity of food is unnecessary. Al! those 
things crowd the stomach and cause poisons It 
takes courage to learn restraint, but all that eating 
is unnecessary. I find that my weight keeps up on a 
glass of milk alone, every two hours,” 

Successful men are almost united on the opinion 
that heavy eating is not conducive to heavy thinking. 
Usually they have arrived at this from their own ex- 
periments. They may differ a great deal as to which 
foods are best for them, but they are united in the 
view that the use of moderate amounts is the safest 
plan. Henry Ford as well as Mr. Edison, has train- 
ed himself to eat in moderation. 

If you will notice carefully you will find that you 
are never at your best mentally after a heavy meal; 
drowsiness and a lack of ambition are commonly 
noted. In fact, the chief reason that I have found 
for that universal tired feeling in the afternoon is 
overeating at luncheon, 

Distinguished patients are always in a great 
danger when their doctors are afraid to let them go 
for many hours without food, In this connection, 
I was glad to read the words of a noted news col- 
umnist: “Many that mighe recover die because loving 
relatives or unwise doctors insist on their taking 
nourishment. A sick man is eliminating poisons. 
His system can't do that and absorb nourishment at 
the same time, Those who forget it are apt to dic.” 

Overeating is never the best policy even during 
health, and it is one of the worst things that can 
happen during sickness, If you feel you are among 
the millions who eat too much, I would suggest you 
begin today to reduce the size of your meals This is 
one of the best and safest remedies for sleepiness, 
lack of pep and general sluggishness. This is the wis- 
est plan, especially for those who are becoming ad- 
vanced in years. If you are accustomed to large 
meals, your stomach may feel empty for awhile, but 
if you decrease your meals until your stomach has 
become accustomed to the smaller sized helpings, 
you will soon notice that if you eat a heavy meal, 
such as you were previously accustomed to, you will 
immediately feel distressed and over-full, 

I realize that this rule for increasing your pep 
and health will probably seem too easy and simple to 
produce a remarkable improvement, but I ean pro- 
mise you that if you wish to gain your best health, 
you will have to learn to guard against overeating 
until 1t becomes a habit with you to take no more 
than is needed, and to make sure that the foods which 
you do eat are best suited to the needs of your body.

Cream of Tartar 

Question: Mrs. G. H. asks: “Is one-half teaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar in water every morning any 
benefit to the nervous system? What can be done 
nd extreme nervousness caused by great shock and 
ear?” 

Answer: The cream of tartar would be of no 
benefit and probably be harmful to you if you took it 
every morning.

the olden days a demon brought on 
the trouble, but a way was offered 
to meet it, Now some still adopt the 
old explanation, but are unaware of 
the psychological approach to relief. 

Tf they are approachable, the ob- 
sessional nature of the belief can be 
made plain, There is no modern 
magic, but only an appeal to reason 
adjusted to the state of mind, It is 
not an easy tast that the psycho- 
analyst (whether he follows the 
doctrines of Frued closely or broad- 
ly) has to face, He cannot use six- 
teenth-century methods on a twen- 
tieth-century mind. Yet it is only 
the form of the obsession that 
changes, There will always be minds 
that react to harsh experience in 
life by developing obsessions. 

Once assured that this belief in 
the strange hold of another has no 
reality, the mechanism by which 
such a belief develops can be made 
plain. ‘That it is @ reaction to a 
prolonged disappointment, in which 
sex and job are intermingled, is 
rather a crude way of stating it, 
but in the right direction. The 
rational psychoanalyst can exorcise 
such beliefs, when they have not 
completely dominated the personal- 
fty. It is difficult but not hopeless 
for cases of such long standing. The 
day of obsessions will never cease 
so long as minds react abnormally 
to the crises in human relations, 


to the Frozen North in search of 
Franklin, The fatal attraction for 
the Arctic solitudes must have grip- 
ped him on that expedition, for in 
May, 1853, he set out on the voy- 
age of discovery that was to add 
another chapter to the heroic tale 
of polar heroism.
